Elk Grove Village Pros. Charles 


Zcttck has appealed to U.S. Rep. Phil- 
ip M. Crane, IMZth to help "acceler- 
ate" construction of a planned sew- 
age-treatment plant In DCS Plaincs. 


In a letter to Crane, Zettek said, 


"The rent health, today's health of 
our Elk Grove Village residents Is In 
Jeopardy. The Imagined, the possible, 
the potential hazards cited by DCS 
Plaincs arc just not rational." 


Zcttck said the proposed O'Haro 


Water Reclamation Plant is desper- 
ately needed to relieve pressures 
created in the Elk Grove Village sys- 
tem by sewage and stormwatcr runoff 
from municipalities north of the toll- 
road. 


"Raw sewage from the sanitary 


backups on the village's eastern bor- 
ders Is on the ground, In living quar- 
ters and office areas because MSD 
lines are inadequate," Zcttck said. 


AS ZETTEK urged Crane's support, 


he said that while the proposed plant 
would be In Des Plaincs the plant's 
overflow open-air detention basin 
would bo In Elk Grove Village. The 
plant Is proposed at the southeast cor- 
ner of Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road. 


For more than nine years, the City 


of DCS Plaincs has vigorously op- 
poicd construction of the plant. The 
city is suing the sanitary district in 
U.S. District Court In on effort to re-

Crane's help In examining environ- 
mental protection agency records to 
determine if certain facts were 
omitted in the Impact statement. 


The sanitary district must gain the 


U.S. Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy's approval before June 30 to quali- 
fy for more than $70 million In federal 
funds. 


Zcttck urged Crane to push con- 


struction of tho O'Hare plant. "We 
are confident that today's environ- 
mental standards will be followed and 
that If problems occur In the future, 
responsible people will find respon- 
sible solutions," he said.

For immediate repairs 
Sewage lift station to be shut down 


The Ridge Avenue sewage'lift sta- 


tion, which serves 80 per cent of Elk 
Grove Village's residential area will 
be shut down Immediately for repairs 
by village crews. 


The Elk Grove Village Board Tues- 


day approved the emergency $23,000 
repairs to the lift station. Donald 
Claglia, director of public works and 
engineering, was given approval to 


purchase replacement parts without 
seeking bids. 


Trustee Ronald Chcmlck was un- 


successful in convincing fellow board 
members that Ciaglla should submit 
each purchase for village board ap- 
proval. Trustees contended this would 
be just as'time consuming as adver- 
tising for bids. Ciaglla noted the cru- 
cial sewage pumping station has been 
In danger of breaking down anytime. 


CHERNICK questioned If the need 


for repairs was critical. Ciaglla as- 
sured him It was. 


Trustee George Specs said repair of 


the lift station has been a high-prior- 
ity item for two years. Village offi- 
cials gave Ciaglla approval to begin 
work Immediately using public works 
crews to pull motors and pumps. 


Ciaglla said the work could be com- 


pleted quicker using village crews. 


Chicago girl's body taken 
from Des Plaines River

County Forest Preserve workers found tho body of a 


17-year-old Chicago girl In the Des Plaincs River Tues- 
day morning, four days after she was swept Into the 
river while trying to walk across a dam near Roscmont. 


Tho body of Theresa Swiatck was found about two 


blocks south of the dam under a bridge at Higglns 
Road, a Forest Preserve spokesman said. Workmen 
dragged tho river until 8:30 p.m. Monday as far south 
as Grand Avenue and started back at tho dam again 
Tuesday morning, finding the body at 11:10 a.m. 


The body was taken by Roscmont firemen to Resur- 


rection Hospital where she was declared dead, and then 
transported to tho county morgue for a coroner's in- 
quest 


The girl was one of three drowning victims near the 


dam last weekend. Jesse Kruk, 18, a companion of Miss 
Swiatck, also swept into the water while trying to 
walk across the dam Friday. 


Ranald Egan, 14, of Park Ridge, drowned Saturday 


near the same dam after his canoe capsized. 


The search for the bodies also resulted in a fourth 


death. George Beardsly, 40, director of a scuba rescue 
and recovery unit working on the search for the bodies, 
collapsed and died of an apparent heart attack Satur- 
day. 


While searching for Miss Swlatck's body, searchers 


found stolen bonds in a footlocker from a theft last 
August. The bonds, valued at $21 million, lacked one 
signature needed to make them negotiable.

To the sighted, it's funny, bumpy pa- 
per; to the blind, it's fingertip contact 
with God. • 


The Lutheran Braille workers sim- 


ply describe their volunteer work as 
Braille transcribers as "getting God's 
word to the blind." 


In Elk Grove Village, 18 women of 


the Lutheran Church of the Holy Spir- 
it, 666 Elk Grove Blvd., transcribe 
sermons, hymn books and Sunday 
school lessons into Braille for the 
blind. 


THE WOMEN ARE part of the Lu- 


theran Braille Workers Inc. organize- 
. tion of California. 


"We supply Braille copies only on 


request, with most of our requests 
. coming from the Lutheran Hour week- 
ly sermon broadcasts," Sue Blab- 
said. 


Alice Specs heads the Holy Spirit 


women's group of Braille workers, 
who are graduate Braille transcribers 
and students who are attempting to 
learn the skill. 
> 


Members Sue Blair, Doris Glab and 


Margie Monlnger are three graduate 
transcribers certified by the organiza- 
tion. Mrs. Glab also hold certification 
from the Library of Congress. 


THEY HAVE BEEN at the task for 


four years. Becoming proficient in 
transcribing the written word into 
Braille Is not an easy task and re- 
quires untold hours of study and prac- 
tice. 


Some of the Braille workers have 


been students for two years and are 
still attempting to achieve certifica- 
tion. 


Helen Skie is one of the newer stu- 


dents. She has been learning the 
Braille alphabet for the past two 
months and is just beginning to trans- 
cribe on a wooden slate. 


Braille is more than symbols for al- 


phabet letters. Combinations of sym- 
bols for punctuation and shortened 
words moke it almost another lan- 
guage. 


Each letter of symbol is created by 


the placement of a combination of 
raised dots based on a six-dot cell. Al- 
though the description sounds simple, 
learning Braille is not, according to 
the students. 


TO FURTHER complicate the task 


one of the cheapest means of trans- 
cribing involves the use of a wooden 
slate that holds special sheets of pa- 
per. The Braille transcriber using the 
slate presses each symbol onto the pa- 
per with the help of a guide bar and a 
pointed tool. 


The blind read the raised bumps 


created by the tool, not the depressed 
spots, so the Braille transcriber must 
reverse each symbol and write left to 
right in order for the page to read 
correctly when it is turned right side 
up. 


Mrs. Moninger said "using a slate 


and then graduating to a Braille 
writer, similar to a typewriter, is con- 
fusing because you no longer reverse 
each symbol on the writer and have to 
learn all over again." 


Presently the Elk Grove Village 


group has six writers provided by the 
Lutheran Braille Workers Inc. and 
four of the committee members own 
their own writers. 


Within a few months the group 


hopes to own a $5,500 stereotype ma- 
chine which embosses zinc plates that 
can in turn imprint thousands of 
pages. 


THE WOMEN HAVE, through their 


own fundraising and donations from 
the Elk Grove Village Lions Club, Chi- 
cago Zone Lutheran Women's Mis- 
sionary League, and Mount Calvary 
Lutheran Church of Chicago and other 
anonynomous donations, gathered ap- 
proximately $2,000. 


A11 h o u g h the Lutheran Braille 


Workers Inc. will donate the ster- 
eotype machine to the Elk Grove 
group, they plan to repay the organi- 
zation. 


Why do the women do it? Mrs. Glab 


said "it's good to be needed." Her fel- 
low workers nodded their heads In 
agreement. 


Other women who participate in the 


work are: Phyllis Moninzin, Ruth Gib- 
bons, Barbara Samuels, Janice Klei- 
ner, Gloria Leaf, Dorothy West, Bar- 
bara Heifers, Doris Crivcllaro, Mrs.

During 1074, the workers produced 


2,260 pages of Braille and a total of 
752 hours was spent at the task. All 
the Braille work produced by the 
group is given free to the blind who 
request It. If this amount of Braille 
had been purchased it would havo 
cost $3,760. 


The Braille was produced by the 


graduates alone.

thority has ordered some 20 Chicago 
& North Western Ry. commuter cars 
back in service after finding that they 
had been dropped recently from the 
railroad's lines. 


Brian Cudahy of the HTA said the 


North Western agreed, upon accepting 
a grant last month, to retain its level 
of services and forego any rate hikes 
as a condition for receiving the RTA 
money. 


"We arc Interpreting service levels 


as the same number of seats where 


people had scats before," Cudahy 
said, although he added that the RTA 
would be flexible and would not re- 
quire continuance of unused cars 


Cudahy said 12 or 13 of the cars 


have been put back hi service al- 
ready. The RTA had received some 
complaints from passengers about re- 
duced seating capacity on Rome trains 
and a letter requesting return of the 
cars was sent to the North Western. 


JAMES MACDONALD, director of 


public affairs for the North Western, 


said several cars were being dropped 
from service on an experimental basis 
because passenger loads have been 
decreasing. He said a combined effect 
of the recession and a seasonal reduc- 
tion in commuters was changing some 
needs. 


Macdonald also said some cars »>••» 


being shifted to other trains because 
of different commuter-use patterns, 
which he speculated occur In the 
spring because passengers try to get 
home earlier. 


Reducing the number of commuter 


cars In use does not necessarily save 
a great deal of money, Macdonald 
said, but the railroad Is seeking more 
efficient use of its equipment. 


"We have not taken a good look at 


this in years," he said. 


Macdonald said the North Western 


has made some mistakes in its ex- 
perimentation and has put some cars 
back in their positions, but he said 
other complaints have come from 
commuters who could find scats, but 
couldn't get the scats they were rou- 
tinely accustomed to using.

Mayaguox. 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — U.S. Ma- 


rlncs were put on alert and ships ot 
tlio 7th Fleet were ordered to posi- 
tions near the American merchant 
ship under seizure by Cambodia In the 
Gulf of Slam Tuesday, sources report- 
ed. President Ford was holding a 10:30 
p.m. session of the National Security 
Council to assess tho situation. 


The administration sources said 


that besides placing 1,000 Marines on 
alert and preparing a smaller contin- 
gent for probable deployment to a 
U.S. alrbaso In Thailand, Ford was 
seeking diplomatic help from China to 
persuade the new Khmer Rouge gov- 
ernment In Phnom Penh to release 
the ship and Its crew of 39. 


Press Secretary Ron Ncsscn said he 


anticipated no announcement follow- 
ing the extraordinary night-NSC meet- 
ing, the second of the day. 


U.S. observation planes were keep- 


ing the situation under surveillance, 
and Ncsscn said that as far as could 
be/lotermlned tho ship was stationary 
and In tho same spot as early Tues- 
day morning when it was reported to 
be 30 miles off tho coast of Cambodia 


anchored close to tho Island of Koh 
Tang. 


Nesscn Indirectly confirmed com- 


ments by Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger Tuesday evening that tho 
United States would make no deal for 
the ship's return and that its release 
did not appear to be Imminent. 


Pentagon sources said that as many 


as five armed Cambodian patrol boats 
had been spotted at ono time with the 
container ship Mayaguez in the Gulf 
of Slam obeut 30 miles off the coast of 
Cambodia. 


There were reports that the freight- 


er and its captor vessels had started 
moving, but the Pentagon sources 
said their latest information was that 
the Mnyaguez was "dead in the wa- 
ter." 


American planes were flying sur- 


veillance missions over the scene 
from bases In Thailand. Pentagon 
sources sold that one of them had 
been hit by a single shot, but that 
damage was so slight tho pilot did not 
realize It until after he returned to 
base. 


The sources also said ISO Marines 


probably would be flown to Thailand 
from Subic Bay in the Philippines, 
and that 1,000 Marines on Okinawa 
were on alert. The actions apparently 
were intended primarily as a display 
of U.S. determination not to be trifled 
with, but which provide merely man- 
power In the event any U.S. military 
action should be decided upon. 


Meantime tho aircraft carrier Coral 


Sea and other vessels from the 7th 
Fleet were reported en route and 
were expected in the area of the 
ship's capture some time Wednesday, 
the sources said. 


In Paris Chineso First Vice-Premier 


Tcng Hslaoping said China could do 
nothing if U.S. forces intervened in 
C a m b o d i a to free the captured 
freighter. 


"There is nothing China could do," 


ho told newsmen at the Elysee'presi- 
dential palace when asked about pos- 
sible Chinese reaction to a U.S. mili- 
tary intervention in tho recently. Com- 
munist-seized country. 


The White House, the Pentagon and 


the State Department declined to 
comment officially on what military 
and diplomatic action was being taken 
to seek return of the ship and crew. 


State Department sources said the 


administration was trying the tactic 
of persuasion through the Peking gov- 
ernment, one of the few in close diplo- 
matic contact with tho new Phnom 
Penh government. 


On Capitol Hill, there were mount- 


Ing demands for quick action to re- 
turn the ship, including military force 
if necessary. 


Sen. James L. Buckley Tuesday re- 


newed his demand for immediate use 
of force, including "conventional high 
explosives," Assistant Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader Robert C. Byrd of West 
Virginia urged the President to set a 
48-hour deadline for release of the 
ship and crew, then take "whatever 
action is necessary, including military 
force." 


i 
Hep. John Anderson, R-IH., said the 


seizure "violated every international 
rule or low. But .before we jump into 
any hasty action, wo would want to be 


briefed and to make every effort 
through diplomatic channels." 


In Bangkok, Thai Prime Minister 


Kukrit Pramjo met with U.S. Charge 
d'Affaires Edward Masters and told 
him the Thai government would not 
allow use of its bases for any Ameri- 
can military effort to free the May- 
aguez. 


Thailand's ambassador in Washing- 


ton, Anan Panyrachun, expressed 
the same view, saying: "I don't think 
we would ever allow you to do that. 
You already left Cambodia and you've 
already left South Vietnam. Why 
would you want to go back?" 


As he did on Monday, the President 


met for 45 minutes with the National 
Security Council on the seizure, which 
ho called "an act of piracy." He was 
awakened twice during the early 
morning hours to be Tilled in on latest 
Intelligence reports on the vessel. 


Press Secretary Ron Ncssea, ques- 


tioned by reporters on what strategy 
Ford was following, said: "He has not 
ordered any military action . . . The 
President will consult with Congress 
if he decides on military action."

Thousands view American warship 


LENINGRAD (UPD-Thousands of 


Russian sightseers struggled to get 
aboard a visiting American waship 
here Tuesday. Soviet sailors had to 
link arms to hold back tho crowds. 


U.S. crewmen handed out English 


language bumper stickers saying 
"Fly Navy" and "Go Navy" and 
made dates with Russian girls. 


Off-duty enlisted men rode bicycles 


through tho milling crowd for the 
"Cinderella" shore leave in Lenin- 
grad. They had to be back an hour 
before midnight. 


U.S. Navy officers estimated that 


2,500 visitors streamed up the gang- 
plank of the guided missile frigate 
USS Leahy within 90 minutes of Its 
opening to the public. They said an- 
other 2,500 queued on the River Neva 
pier to await their admission in 
groups of 100-150. 


Each nation seemed happy with the 


other. "Thank you very much, very 
nice, very nice," Russian rubber- 
ncckcrs told American officers. 


Engineers Mate 30. Tom Sheridan 


of Pittsburgh, Pa., said: "We have 
really had a good time. The people 
have been very friendly to us. I hope 
the Russian sailors in Boston are hav- 
ing as good a time as we are." 


The Leahy and tho guided missiles 


destroyer, USS Tattnall, ore visiting 
Leningrad while two Soviet destroyers 
are at Boston in a five-day exchange 
visit to make the 30th anniversary of 
World.Wnr II victory in Europe.

Treaty of Mutual Assistance (Rio 
Pact). The Cuban embargo was Im- 
posed It years ago. 


Peres said Jordan's motives are not 


clear but "Israel is keeping a close 
watch." Ho also said the Jordanian 
'government was moving closer to Syr- 
la's tough anti-Israel policies. 


Peres spoke as both,Israel and 


Lebanon reported ncross-tho-border 
raids by Israeli forces for tho second 
consecutive day. 


A Lebanese defense ministry 


spokesman said tho raiders blew up a 
house and kidnaped thrco persons. He 
said about an hour later two Israeli 
helicopters flew across tho border and 
tried to land near another village but 
were forced off by Lebanese gunners. 


In Tel Aviv, tho military command 


said an early morning sweep by Is- 
raeli security forces through tho vil- 
lage of Aitoroun just over the border 
netted thrco captives suspected of col- 
laborating with Arab guerillas. 


Tci Aviv made no mention of heli- 


copter raid and military sources de- 
nied any buildings were blown up. 


The military spokesman in Beirut 


said the Israelis entered tho village 
one mile inside Lebanon, searched 
three houses and blew up ono of them. 
The commandos kidnaped three per- 
sons and escaped bock agross tho bor- 


der before Lebanese troops could 
roach the village, he said. 


Observers said tho Israeli raid ap- 


peared to be a preventive action 
against a possible guerrilla attack on 
tho first anniversary of the Ma'alot 
massacre. Twenty-eight persons were 
killed in that attack 6n May 15, 1974, 
including 22 school children. 


On Monday, Israeli Soldiers cap- 


tured five persons, including a doctor 
and a woman, in raids on three Leba- 
nese villages for questioning about 
suspected links with the guerrillas. 


A Tel Aviv spokesman said the 


woman was released and returned to 
Lebanon Tuesday. Ho said the doctor 
will be returned home Wednesday.

front, four more cabinet members re- 
signed from Premier Rashld Solh gov- 
ernment, leaving only six out of 18 
ministers still in their Jobs. Political 
observers said Solh's own resignation 
was now Inevitable.

• A statement issued in Damascus by

opment program at Cloarbrook Center 
for the Handicapped. The program Is 
designed for children less than' 3 
years old who have developmental 
problems such -as cerebral palsy, 
Itcart defects, blindness and mental 
retardation. 


"We're trying to help make these 


children as aware as possible of their 
environment. It doesn't come to those 
children as naturally as it docs to oth- 
ers,"

The children are then 
divided into groups which meet twice 
weekly at Pioneer Park in Arlington 
Heights for therapy. 


Sessions concentrate on touching,

seeing, hearing and moving exercises, 
Mrs. Spacapan said, adding that "re- 
search shows that early stimulation 
helps children reach a high poten- 
tial." 
"Really, 'I'm teaching the moms. 


The kids are here developing and 
progressing but the real teaching is at 
home," she said. 


A weekly session begins with four 


or five mothers and their children 
kneeling around a mattress on the 
floor. Mrs. Spacepan leads the group 
in a series of rhymes and songs de- 
signed to develope language. 


Later, a physical therapist joins the 


group to work with the children on 
Individual exercises to Improve coor- 
dination and muscle strength. Moth- 
ers and children also meet with Dr. 
Robert Minkus, consulting pediatri- 
cian to the program, who makes rec- 
ommendations to parents based on his 
spedial training with children with de- 
velopmental delays. 


MANY CHILDREN in the program 


"may be able to go directly into a 
regular school program," said Gene 
Freeman, director of development for 
Clearbrook Center. 


"For 
some children, the major 


problem Is they spend the first two 
years of their life in a hospital bed 


because of a heart problem," he said. 


The program also offers parents of 


handicapped children opportunities to 
get together through a series of 
monthly meetings. "The parents are 
very supportive of each other," Mrs. 
Spacapan said. 


Staff members also work with par- 


ents in planning for the child's contin- 
ued education in public school. 


Clearbrook plans to expand the pro- 


gram in September to Include another 
group of 20 children, Freeman said.

I was told Hint 1 hate n hlotal hernia that was bleeding. Now I am 
taking Iran tablets and Maalox. My question Is, does that correct 
Itiell? How serious Is II? 


A hlalal hernia Is a common condition where a portion of the 


stomach slides through the normal or enlarged bole in the dia- 
phragm into the chest. 


Fortunately, many middle-aged people who have this condition 


have no symptoms at all, but others do. A common associated 
problem is reflux of add digestive juice out of the stomach into the 
tower esophagus. The acid digestive juice causes burning and pain, 
often called heartburn. 


The irritation that occurs may lead to an ulcer in the lower 


esophagus or in some cases Induce bleeding. 


The Maalox you arc taking Is to neutralize the add digestive 


juice to help protect your lower esophagus. You will need to do a lot 
more than that. The management at home of n Natal hernia Is a 
big factor In whether it causes future complications, including Inw- 
cr esophagus ulcers or bleeding.

I have cited In the past 
the study begun at the University Clinic of Oslo, Sweden, at the 
turn of the century. In 1.100 patients followed over SO years, two- 
thlnli went through the early Infectious stages then had no further 
damage from the disease for the rest of their lives. 


Since you were treated 23 years ago. It is likely that you received 


a good course of treatment with penicillin. The results here are 
much better than for earlier treatments before the days of penicil- 
lin 


There are a few ca^es In which the cotirse of treatment i-mlly 


didn't eliminate all tho tiny spots of Infection in the body. But they 
arc Indeed rare after a complete treatment course. 


If you arc that worried about it, I think you should go see your 


doctor and let him examine you. Through tests and the examination 
he will t>o able to tell you for certain if you arc one of those ex- 
ceptionally rare Individuals who need any further treatment. In- 
cidentally, in any case you would long ago have ceased to be able 
lo transmit the disease even if you had never been treated at all.

It may be bothersome and ex- 


pensive to elect a Cook County 
Circuit Court clerk, but there's 
no good reason why we should 
sacrifice our right to make that 
choice this year. 


The annoying problem facing 


Cook County voters and 
Uic 


County Board is that an S3 5 mil- 
lion election must be held In 1075 
to replace Matthew Donnhcr, 
u ho died last December. This Is 
what Illinois law mandates, and 
despite foot-dragging by Gover- 
nor Walker's office in approving 
the election, we still arc entitled 
to the democratic right of vot- 
ing. 


There Is understandably little 


official enthusiasm for such an 
election. Democrat Morgan Fin- 
ley was named interim clerk af- 
ter Danahcr died, and the GOP 
holds little hope of finding a big- 
name challenger to oppose this 
Daley Democrat. 


Besides, county government 


cannot levy its normal election 
tax in nn off-year to support the 
expenses of the primary and 
general election for this post. 
Such an $3.5 million expense Is 
going to be especially dear to 
tho county's already strained 
budget.

If this kind of 
thinking is extended into the fu- 
ture, it could be reasoned that 
any election which may be un- 
contested simply may not be 
worth the bother.

tions. Also, suburban Comr. Carl 
Hanson's proposal to remove 
this post permanently from elec- 
tive politics makes good sense to 
us, for the clerk's tasks are pri- 
marily administrative. 


Now, however, the issue is 


that local residents deserve the 
right to select a Circuit Court 
clerk. The timing of this special 
election is bad, and the cost is 
too high, but these arc the con- 
sequences of following election 
law in a democratic society.

'Library not issue' 


Since the recent election of village 


trustees, wo have read the analysis of 
the losers to the effect that the li- 
brary bond issue was tho cause of 
their downfall. Recent requests by 
some of the victors would also indi- 
cate that the bond issue was a major 
reason for their election. 


We beg to differ. 
We have found the Mount Prospect 


library overcrowded and substandard 
in many respects. We believe that 
Mount Prospect needs an Improved 
facility. Our public officials are elect- 
ed, In part, to analyze these needs 
and make them reality. Beyond our 
personal feelings about the library, 
however, we base our difference with 
the candidates' analysis on tho ques- 
tions wo heard asked at a local candi- 
dates' night. These questions were not 
about the bond issue, and our inter- 
prctation is that this was an artificial 
issue. The questions we heard express- 
ed considerable concern over the 
trend toward multi-family develop- 
ment in Mount Prospect. Quito frankly, 
Mount Prospect was scared by the 
Rob Roy proposal; that Mount Pros- 
pect was spared, however temporar- 
ily, from the Kenroy developers was 
not due to the philosophy expressed 
by the losing party. We think the 
voters of Mount Prospect overwhelm- 
ingly elected tho independents to re- 
verse the recent trend of multi-family 
dwelling construction and to return 
to single family dwelling development 
of our remaining vacant areas. 


Unfortunately, the former construc- 


tion is much more profitable, and de- 
velopers appear to have a way of "in- 
nocently" being a part of what can 
only be Interpreted as suspicious in- 


volvement, such as recently reported 
in Tho Herald concerning elected offi- 
cials in Buffalo Grove and Schaum- 
burg. Zoning exists to protect the pub- 
lic, and no disservice is done by not 
granting major variances of zoning 
status. With such a philosophy our 
elected officials also offer convincing 
proof that in the year to come no em- 
barrassing evidence can be raised to 
cast doubt on their integrity. 


We also feel some doubt about the 


disposal of the Central School proper- 
ty should tho new library not be con- 
structed. We felt a numbing shock 
when we read about the report which 
indicated that this property should be 
developed as a high rise. Okay, public 
officials, if we are not to have a li- 
brary there, reassure us by turning 
that space into a downtown park with 
green grass and shady trees under 
which \ve may read our library books 
when we're crowded out of the pre- 
sent facility.

Long painters' strike seen; 
carpenters may go out too 


No signs were evident Tuesday that 


a strike by Chicago area painters will 
end soon or that a strike threatened 
by carpenters for June 1 win bo avert- 
ed. 


Pointers Union District Council 14 


went on strike Monday in Cook end 
Lake counties after the Painting and 
Decorators Contractors Assn. of Chi- 
cago offered an increase of 55 cents 
per hour for the coming year. The 
painters' union, which includes deco- 
rators, sandblasters and wallboard in- 
stallation men, is paid $8.30 an hour 
under a contract which expired March 
31. 


The contractors association voted 


unanimously Monday night not to In- 
crease its wago offer, said president 
Robert J. Ryan. 


CONTRACTORS SAV the increase 


was "already excessive in these 
times of high unemployment," ho 
said. 


The offer was refused because of a 


heavy vote against it by municipal 
employes in Chicago, who get to work 
and get paid through a strike, Ryan 
added. 


Contractors have polled their cus- 


tomers and have been urged to hold 
the line, he added. No further dis- 
cussions have been scheduled. 


Spokesmen (or the painters union 


were unavailable for comment. 


Issues between the Chicago District 


Council of Carpenters serving Cook, 
Lake and DuPago counties and the 
Mid America Regional Bargaining 
Assn., representing contractors, 
showed a shift Tuesday from work- 
hour differences to wages. 


Official negotiations between the 


two groups are scheduled to resume 
Thursday. 


CONTRACTORS WANT to be able 


to start earlier than the traditional 8 
a.m. workday for carpenters to ac- 
count for peculiar working conditions, 
said William McCabe, association 
spokesman. The demand was one of 
several put forward to compete, he 
added. 


"We onlyiwant to get work for the 


employers and the people who work 
for him," he said. "It doesn't neces- 
sarily represent our current position. 
They (the carpenters) have rejected it 
outright." 


A counter offer has been made 


whereby the same deal given to labor- 
ers in Northern Illinois could be ac- 
cepted by carpenters, McCabe said. It 
would include a 25-ccnt increase in 
fringe benefits and no wage increase 
to the carpenters who now receive 
$10.96 an hour in wage and benefits.. 


Wesley Isaacson, secretary-treas- 


urer of the carpenters council, dis- 
missed the offer as unacceptable. 


"I DON'T THINK our men would 


buy it," he said. "Our cost for the 
maintenance of benefits has been es- 
tablished at 30 cents . . . there has 
been a firm 12.2 per cent inflation for 
1974 and an anticipated inflation of 8 
to 9 per cent for 1975. 


"In effect they're asking the men to 


take a decline in wages along with 
less hours," he added. Isaacson said 
increased costs are always taken 
"from the hide of the working man" 
whose production has increased in 
line with the price for his efforts. The 
price of land and construction mate- 
rials should drop before the working 
man's wages are decreased, he 
added.

Mutual Chinese 
friends, knowing Lynno'i strict up- 
bringing, thought they would bo a 
good match. 


"Ho doesn't smoke, ho doesn't 


drink, ho doesn't swear," they told 
her. 


IT WAS LYNNE'S father who laler 


married them, making only a minor 
change In tho ceremony to avoid any 
reference to tho Trinity. "Moslems 
•re %ery emphatic about the unity of 
God," sho explained. 


A few years later, tho Khatibs anil 


their baby son moved to Damascus, 
Syria, to become a new branch on a 
family tree that dates back MOD 
years. At tho airport. 200 Khatibs or 
Khatib-rclated persons came out to 
welcome them. Lynno was speechless. 


"Hero I was, 8,000 miles away from 


homo, In a completely different cul- 
ture and my heart was warmed Im- 
mediately. I felt so much a part of 
them. Tho love was thcro and it was 
overwhelming." 


LYNNE SOON discovered that life 


Is easy for Syrian women, partly be- 
cause they all help each other. In ad- 
dition, Nasuh's aunt had procured for 
Lynno a young, full-time, live-In 
"mother's helper," supervising her 
haircut, her dclouslng and her attire. 
Tho child's pay was $20 a month. 


For heavier work, a happy, cncrgct-

ic 17-year-old was hired to give the 
Khatibs' garden apartment a thor- 
ough cleaning once a week at a 
charge of 75 cents (or tho day. 


Lynno began learning Arabic at 


once, partly from the market man 
who appeared at her door every 
morning to fetch her shopping list. At 
first she drew pictures of tho foods 
sho wanted. 


"THE FRUITS there are magnifi- 


cent," sho said. "Huge grapes that 
snap, sweeter than honey. Fresh figs, 
dates, enormous oranges, even red or 
angcs." 


"Lamb Is the main meat dish. Any 


meat sold must como from an animal 
that was killed in an absolutely pain- 
less way. Dairy products are scarce 
— there are few cows. Yogurt Is popu- 
lar. Much of what wo consider 
'health' foods tho Arabs have been 
eating for centuries." 


Lynno explained that food prepara- 


tion In Syria takes a great deal of 
time. Sugar, rice, cracked wheat, salt 
and tho Uko are bought directly from 
storage and must bo sieved to strain 
out hairs, bugs and little bits of stone. 


IN DAMASCUS, ono wakes at sun- 


rise to tho call to prayers from the 
minarets. Following prayers, families 
sip coffee on their verandas. Gradu- 
ally heard from the streets arc tho 
musical chants of tho vendors, some 
of whom have walked since 2:30 a.m. 
from their villages to tho city. 


It one lives near a mosque, It Is not 


uncommon In tho bright moonlit eve- 
nings to see pajamn-clad men silently 
slipping In for prayer. 


"Nights there are like magic," said 


Mrs. Khatlb. "No mosquitoes, no flies. 
Tho climate is Uko Arizona." 


When Lynno was carrying her sec- 


ond son, sho found out how Syrians 
pamper pregnant women. They must, 
not lift, they arc given special foods 
for health. Some of the hospitals will 
decorate the room of the mother-to-be 
to her own liking. 


DUUING LABOR and delivery, a 


woman may have with her, in addi- 
tion to doctor and midwife, all her fe- 
mnlo relatives, cheering and helping 
as the birth progresses. Lynne .bore 
her son on a delivery table of feather- 
bed softness, with her husband's 
mother holding her hand and giving 
her tender encouragement. 


"Family ties are strong in Syria," 


said Lynne. "There is so much togeth- 
erness, it is a beautiful thing to see." 
She added that old peoples' homes are 
non-existent and the elderly, the wid- 
ows, the spinster aunts are given ex- 
tra respect, they ore "people of dig- 
nity." 


Not once did she hear of any juve- 


nile delinquency, unwed mothers, 
theft, rape or murder. 


WHEN SYRIA broke away from the 


United Arab Republic, the country 
wns in a state of revolution, with gov- 
ernment overthrows occuring every 
month, even 20 days. Curfews were 
imposed, telephones were tapped, 
group gatherings were forbidden. 


"All you could spook about were the 


weather, your children and what you 
were going to have for dinner," said 
Lynne. 


This was a traumatic experience for 


an American woman used to freedom. 
It was with sadness and with difficul- 
ty — for Nasuh was an engineer for 
tho Ministry of Supply — that Nasuh, 
Lynno and their two young Arabic- 
speaking sons ended the Syrian chap- 
ter of their lives and returned to 
America. It took four months to ac- 
complish. 


WITH GREAT respect for the Islam 


religion, Lynne is raising her five 
children Moselm. "It is tho religion of 
Abraham," she said. "Its laws are ap- 
plicable to societies all over the 
world. A Moslem is ono who submits 
to tho will of God." 


Much of Islam is related to the Old 


Testament; some to the New Testa- 
ment, according to Lynno. It is based 
on tho writings of Mohammed who, 


inspired by continual meditations, 
wrote tho Koran. A seventh century 
Arab statesman, Mohammed, though 
an illiterate orphan, produced the fi- 
nest Arabic ever written or spoken. 
This the Moslems believe to be proof 
that he was a prophet. 


Fundamental to Islam is the belief 


in the unity of God. 


Tho Khatib home in Mount Prospect 


is rich in reminders of a land where 
Lynne found so much love and accept- 
ance. 


"No matter where you go, you can 


become a port," sho said. "Hearts 
open up If you will let them."

Unemployment tougher 
on women than on men 


Safari tactics in job hunting

Hunting for an Interesting and re- 


warding Job you want Is much like 
going on a big game hunt. And few 
quarries these days are quite as clu- 
live 


Before you start on your safari, you 


might find It well worth your while to 
check your library or bookstore for 
some recent books on tho subject. 


Specifically, let mo suggest that you 


consider thovs three: "What Color Is 
Your Parachute" (A Practical Man- 
u n l f o r Job-Hunters & Career 
Changers) by Richard Nelson Bollcs, 
Ten Speed Press, 1073; "Go Hire 
Yourself An Employer" by Richard 
K. Irish, Anchor Books, 1973; and 
"Don't Bother to Como In on Mon- 
day" (What To Do When You Lose 
Your Job) by Barbara Unwell, St. 
Martin's Press, 1973. 


None of these books #111 bo of much 


help to you If you have to llnd work 
by next Friday, or If you're simply 
looking for a routine clerical, sales or 
factory job. 


But then you may be under-estimat- 


ing yourself. As Bollcs points out, In- 
siders estimate that some 80 per cent 
of our working pcoplo nro under-em- 
ployed. And Irish says that the mil- 
lions of highly educated, under- 
employed or unemployed women are 


one of America's least recognized so- 
cial problems. 


SO WHAT DO YOU do If you're ono 


of these unemployed or under-em- 
ployed? How do you go about finding 
what Irish calls a "judgment" job, an 
Interesting job where you're paid for 
your decisions? 


First of oil, you refuse to be dis- 


couraged at the frightening statistics 
on unemployment. No matter how 
bleak the outlook, there arc always 
good jobs available. Employes die, re- 
tire, move up or on. New fields open 
and new problem-solving jobs are 
created. Somebody is always hiring. 


What most job-seekers fall to real- 


ize Is that few of these judgment jobs 
turn up In want ads or on bulletin 
boards. Few arc listed In personnel 
offices or at employment agencies. 
Most of them are filled through a sort 
of "old-boy" network, an informal 
grapevine system that makes up tho 
so-called "hidden job market." The 
person hiring usually asks associates 
in the field to suggest Individuals for 
the job. 


YOUR JOB, THEN, >s to under- 


stand the workings of this hidden job 
market and make It work for you. 
You have to make yourself known to 
tho pcoplo who influence It, specifi- 
cally to as many key Individuals as 
possible who carry weight In the field 
In which you're Interested. 


First, however, It's vital that you 


define your own skills and goals. You 
have to find out who you are and what 
you want to do. 


The Bolles book is, in my opinion, 


the most helpful hi this area. As he 
puts it, "You must know your prima- 
ry functional goal (your strongest 
skill) plus your primary organization 
goal (where you con do It best)." He 
looks upon skills as basic building 
v 


blocks that can be rearranged into 
different constellations for various ca- 
reers. To find your goals, Bolles of- 
fers a host of suggestions and 10 prac- 
tical exercises, such as writing a 
diary of your life or writing on article 
on things you would like to do before 
you die. 


Irish suggests such methods as writ- 


ing your own obituary. 


HOWELL DEVOTES less space to 


this aspect of career planning, since 
her book Is geared more to the emer- 
gency situation of losing your job. She 
docs, however, suggest taking the 
time to figure out exactly who you are 
and what you're selling, so that you 
can offer a Unique Selling Proposition 
in your job resume. 


Your self-analysis may be as com- 


plicated as taking extensive batteries 
of tests. Or it con be as simple as 
asking yourself: if I could have any 
job I wanted, what would it be? The 


important thing is, do give yourself 
time to do your homework on yourself 
and define your achievements, skills, 
strengths and objectives. This is espe- 
cially vital If you're returning to work 
after several years as "just a house- 
wife," as you'll probably tend to un- 
dervalue and underestimate the skills 
you've developed since your school 
days. 


Once you pinpoint the job you want 


and what you have to offer, you 
should be ready to write an effective 
resume. (And do check the Irish book 
for helpful hints on how to do it.) Now 
you're ready to tackle the hidden job 
market and find the job you want See 
next week's column for more details. 


A woman who loses her job is much 


more likely to develop headaches, ten- 
sion, depression and insomnia than a 
man in the same circumstances. 


A University of Michigan study 


shows unemployed women report al- 
most four times as much stress as 
unemployed men. 


By contrast, working women experi- 


ence far fewer psychological stress 
symptoms than housewives or jobless 
, women, says Dr. Rachelle B. Warren 
of the Institute of Labor and Industri- 
al Relations. The institute is a joint 
unit of the U-M and Wayne Stato Uni- 
versity. 


Interviewing 766 men and women In 


eight Detroit area communities, she 
found that less than 10 per cent of 
employed and unemployed men re- 
ported stress symptoms, compared 
with an average of 18 per cent of em- 
ployed women, 23 per cent of house- 
wives and 33 per cent of jobless wom- 
en. 


THE FINDINGS are part of a large- 


scale study to learn where people go 
for help when jobs are lost. The larg- 
er study is funded by the National In- 
stitute of Mental Health. 


Most such studies focus on men, 


particularly middle-aged blue collar 
men with years of seniority. But in 


any recession such as tho present one 
women are the lost hired and first 
fired. 


The U-M study shows that blue col- 


lar women have the most problems 
and get the least assistance from any- 
one, including their husbands. Most 
cannot even turn to their neighbors, 
professional social workers or a local 
mental health clinic. 


Fewer than 13 per cent of the wom- 


en in the study belonged to a union 
that might help with problem-solving. 
As a group, they lack the mobility or 
money to obtain professional help, the 
researcher said. 


SHE ADDED that both blue and 


white collar men receive more prob- 
lem-solving help from their wives 
than wives receive from their hus- 
bands. 


Neighborhood support is forthcom- 


ing, she found, only where residents 
get together often, have many tmngs 
in common and are active in the out- 
lying community. 


She concluded that traditional man- 


power studies focus on the male as 
breadwinner, ignoring the fact that 
many families, especially low Income 
ones, cannot survive without the 
wife's earnings.

Natural parent longs for child 


Men find careers in teaching home ec

Most men wouldn't consider a ca- 


reer In homo economics, much less 
teach It on the high school level. But 
Dave Necllcy has different Ideas. 


"A year ago a career In this field 


wns tho farthest thing from my 
mind," says Necllcy, 23. "Like most 
men, I thought homo economics was 
not an area well suited for men." 


Last summer changed his mind. He 


snitched his major to home and fami- 
ly life and soon will be teaching on 
the high school level. It happened af- 
ter Dr. Bob Plndcr, associate profes- 
sor of child development and family 
relations at Texas Tech University, In 
Lubbock, joined tho Necllcy family on 
a camping trip. 


"After a few sessions with Dr. Pln- 


dcr, I began to realize the potential of 
this nrca of study," Noclloy said. "We 
discussed different areas of homo and 
family life during tho entire trip, and 
by the tlmo we were homo I had de- 
cided to major In borne economics 


education." 


STATISTICS 
indicate 
Neelley's 


move may be part of a growing trend. 
Only seven men were enrolled in tho 
Collcgo of Homo Economics at Texas 
Tech in 1065. Now the college has 39 
homo cc majors among 1,635 male 
students at the university. 


Nationally, 300,000 males are en- 


rolled In home economics at the sec- 
ondary level. More than 32,000 of 
them are in Texas. 


"One reason for the growth In col- 


lege enrollment may be the rising 
number of male students enrolled hi 
homo economics at tho high school 
level," Neclley said. 


Ho wants to help students accept 


themselves and learn to cope with the 
rapidly changing lives of men and 
women. 


"Students need to know how to take 


care of themselves whether'married 
or single," ho said. "They need in- 
struction in areas of finance and 
homo management. They need to 


learn how to cope with emotional 
problems. 


"They have to face the everyday 


problem of making a living and 
rearing a family, and the ever in- 
creasing problem of whether tho wife 
should stay home and rear children 
or help bring in the bacon." 


NEELLEY'S WIFE, Shasta, Is com- 


pleting a master's degree in home 
and family life. Together they share 
responsibilities In the home. 


"Frankly, the cost of living is get- 


ting so high that if we didn't both 
work — at home as well as at outside 
jobs — I don't believe we could make 
it,"Neelleysoid. 


"I hope by teaching in secondary 


education, I can make students real- 
ize the responsibility lies with both 
tho man and the woman. I think we 
must work to change the way many 
boys have been brought up in order to 
change their thinking about masculin- 
ity."

Dear Attorney Martoccio, 
I put up my baby for adoption 10% 


years ago. I am now married, have 
two more children and I want to see 
my son that I gave up. I have the 
impression that to gain custody is im- 
possible. What are my chances and 
legal rights to sec the boy for periodic 
visits? Also, Is there a way I can go 
about finding him if the lawyer who 
handled tho adoption proceedings 
won't divulge that Information? 
Thank you. Heartsick. 


I understand and appreciate your 


feelings since I can't imagine a more 
traumatic experience for a mother 
than surrendering a child and never 
seeing him again. But I am afraid 
that what I have to say will not en- 
courage you to proceed legally in the 
quest for your child. 


YOU ARE, OF COURSE, seeking 


only visitation and not custody rights. 
Presumably, the former would appear 
to be simpler than the latter. Unfortu- 
nately, this is not true in adoption 
coses. However limited the law is in 
permitting adoption changes, under 
certain conditions changes are still 
possible. For Instance, even after the 
adoption has taken place fraud or 
misrepresentation by the adopting 
parents may upset the adoption deci- 
sion. 


• Occasionally adoptions may be 


changed by mutual consent of the par- 
ties If the court believes it to be in the 
best interests of the child. 


• In some states, the adoption can 


be revoked even against the will of 
the adopting parents If they are or be- 
come habitual criminals or are Im- 
prisoned for crimes. Or If they bo- 
c o m e p h y s i c a l l y , mentally In- 
competent or so poor that they can 
not provide the necessities of life for 
the child. 


THESE ARE LEGAL ways in which 


a child may be restored to the natural 
parent. But there are no provisions 
for visitation once the mother has 
signed away her rights to her child 
and the record is sealed. 


There are, however, two remote 


possibilities. But first, am I correct in 
assuming that the publicity given cer- 
tain organizations of adoptive children 
fighting for the right to know their 
natural parents has encouraged you 
and given you hope? If so, I believe 
you are hoping in the right direction. 
Three states, Alabama, North Dakota 
and Virginia have already enacted 
laws that permit adopted children to 
find out who they are. In other states, 
they must sue the state or adoption 
agencies. 


COURTS HAVE ALWAYS been re- 


luctant to change procedures In adop- 
tion matters on the premise that a- 
child must remain emotionally 
healthy and that he may sot if he is 
made to divide his loyalties between 
his natural and adoptive parents. 
However, laws are made and changed 
in accordance with the everyday, 
changing needs of the people who are 
affected by them. Laws then are sub- 
ject to change. What is forbidden yes- 


terday sometimes becomes tomor- 
row's law. Witness the reversal of law 
and the courts on questions regarding 
abortion! Once a crime, it is now a 
right. 


Social conditions, public opinion, a 


new and different slant on morality 
bring, and will continue to bring, 
changes whether or not we like them. 
Following this kind of thinking may 
we not reasonably ponder the follow- 
ing? Children of divorced parents are 
now becoming accustomed to having 
two sets of parents. Perhaps the law 
may some day approve of a similar 
arrangement between natural, adop- 
tive parents and the child. 


HOWEVER, I BELIEVE there is a 


more substantial likelihood that one 
day when your son is of legal age, he 
may well choose to seek you out as 
thousands are now doing. The legal 
right to know who their natural par- 
ents are is argued on the basis of a 
constitutional right and is still a moot 
question. But one day — and not too 
far distant — a definite decision will 
be made. Who knows what the result 
will be or what other constitutional 
questions will arise as a consequence 
and affect the entire adoption picture?

Brochures advertising all kinds of colleges and uni- 


versities began to pack Nancy Flgcl's mailbox while 
she was still a junior at Buffalo Grove High School. 


Now a senior and one of Buffalo Grove's five National 


Merit Scholars, Nancy has decided to go to Stanford 
University. In the process of choosing her school, she 
turned down an offer for a full four.yenr scholarship to 
the University of Southern California and wrote rejec- 
tion letters to Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and Yale University. 


Ono of Nancy's fellow students at Buffalo Grove, 


Mary Beth Lee, has decided to attend Harper College, 
Palatine, for two years. Unlike Nancy, Mary Beth says 
her grades and scores on college entrance exams "aren't 
that great." But like Nancy, she has found herself wad- 
Ing through piles of brochures on colleges which have 
been sent by schools around the country. "I really 
couldn't figure out why they kept recruiting me," she 
says. 


BOTH STUDENTS, and thousands of other gradu- 


ating seniors In the Northwest suburbs and around the 
country, have been caught up In a relatively new phe- 
nomenon. Colleges, particularly small, private colleges, 
hove extended their recruiting of students beyond the 
top athletes and top scholars and ore recruiting almost 
any student who shows an Interest in attending college. 


Ray Mills, college counselor at Palatine High School, 


has seen college recruitment practices change from the 
mid-1960s when the results of tho "baby boom" were 
overcrowding the nation's colleges to today, when there 
arc more places for college freshmen than there are 
students to flit them. 


"A lot of colleges arc trying harder than over to at- 


tract students," Mills says. "Wo hod more than 100 
como here this year to meet with students. Most of 
them arc private schools, but we also get state schools 


from Iowa, Wisconsin and other states." 
In addition, Mills says, some of the lesser known 


schools which come looking for students aren't too se- 
lective about who they take. 


"AH the schools want the best they can get," he says; 


"but many of them would be happy with warm bodies. 
They won't admit that they'll take students from the 
bottom quarter of the class, but many of them do." 


STUDENTS REACT to the steady bombardment of ad- 


vertising from colleges with amusement, bewilderment 
and, sometimes, Irritation. Carol Tvrdy, student senate 
president of Harper College and a graduate of Elk 
Grove High School, has been recruited so much both In 
high school and at Harper that she recently attended a 
college night at Harper with a tape recorder in hand to 
record the statements made by recruiters. 


Many times, she says, recruiters have "promised me 


the moon and I was hesitant because I didn't think I'd 
get the moon when I got to school." 


The tape recorder ploy proved useful, she says. "I 


only ran Into one recruiter who refused to be recorded 
and I didn't even consider that Institution. When you 
have a tape recorder, I think people will be more hon- 
est." 


Bonnie Wclnsteln, a senior at Palatine High 


School, has decided to attend the University of Illinois, 
Urbana, "for purely financial reasons." But before she 
made the choice, she found herself the target of recruit, 
ment from a variety of schools. 


"I got a lot of things In the mail from small Christian 


liberal arts women's colleges," she says, "and that's 
really funny because I'm Jewish and want to be an 
engineer." 


COLLEGES GET student's names from the organiza- 


lions which administer the ACT and SAT college en- 
trance tests. Each student has the opportunity to check 
a blank on the test form allowing the organizations to 


release the test scores if they choose and they also are 
asked to answer questions about the kind of school they 
are inteestred in. 


Jeff Rosenswdg, a senior at Buffalo Grove High 


School and one of the school's National Merit Scholars, 
found that the way a student answers the questions 
about the type of school they are Interested in can have 
fnr-rea.:hlng consequences. 


"I answered one Innocent little question saying I 


didn't hate the Idea of ROTC and I started getting 
things from military schools. I even started getting 
things from the Air Force," he say. 


Students faced with the problem of choosing a school 


in the current buyer's market, use the same kinds of 
methods students have used traditionally. Jeff Charles 


* from Palatine High School made long-distance phone 


calls to friends attending Stanford before he decided to 
go there. Other students visit the campuses they are 
Interested in and many have heart-to-heart talks with 
their parents about family finances. 


BONNIE WEINSTEIN found that the talk she had 


with her parents about the costs of college was a re- 
vealing experience. 


Even though money often shapes the final decisions 


students make, colleges continue to try all sorts of 
methods for attracting students. 


While she still was undecided, Bonnie was the recipi- 


ent of what may be ont of the more inspired recruiting 
efforts. 


"B'ack in the middle of winter," she says, "I got a 


call from an, admissions officer in a school in Florida 
and he asked me how the weather was. When I said it 
was awful, he told me that he could see students out on 
the beach in their swimming suits working on some sort 
of marine biology project and ended up by asking 'don't 
you want to consider our school?'"

Iran loan 
to Pan Am 
nearly set 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) & Pan 


American World Airways told its 
stockholders Tuesday It expects to 
conclude final agreement on a $300 
million loan from the Shah of Iran 
within a few weeks. Tho agreement 
would assure the ailing airline a now 
loaso on life. 


As security for the money, the Shah

Pan Am fleet of Jetliners nnd on half 
the company's hotels. 


Tho deal Is subject to approval by 


U. S. regulatory officials and Pan Am 
Chairman William T. Scawcll cau- 
tioned shareholders that there had 
been no "final agreement" with Iran. 


Other airline sources said the fi- 


nancing pact will bo formally an- 
nounced within a few days during the 
state visit of Shah Mohammed Rcza 
Pahlavi to (ho United States. 


AMERICAN HANKS cut off credit 


to Pan American somo months ago at 
n time when the airline was $250 mil- 
lion In debt and losing nearly a mil- 
lion dollars a day on Its worldwide 
routes. 


Pan American reported losses of 


$81.0 million for 1974 and $59 million 
for the first quarter of this year. 


Tho Iranian cash will bo used to pay 


off short-term loans and streamline 
Pan American's operations for the 
years ahead, according to Scawcll. 


In reporting to about 600 stock- 


holders at the airline's annunl meet- 
ing, Scawcll sold Pan Am still hopes 
lo work out a merger with another U. 
S. airline. Ho mentioned American, 
Eastern and Trans World Airlines. 
But he said negotiations were In a 
state of suspension until the Iranian 
deal Is completed. 


For tho airline, which pioneered 


overseas air travel 40 years ago, the 
world ahead Is "trim, lean and more 
competitive," Sewoll said. The whole 
purpose of tho deal with the Shah is to 
"create a global alrllno inoro suitably 
attuned to 1975,1976 and beyond." 


HE SAID PAN American needs tho 


help of tho U. S. government, not only 
In approving tho arrangements with 
Iran, but through route allocations. 
He complained that up lo now tho 
principles used by the Civil Aeronaut- 
ics Board In parceling out Inter- 
national routes have been the same as 
U used on domestic lines. 


"This hasn't worked and it won't 


work," Seawcll said. "The traditional 
U. S. policies of free enterprise and 
competition are not applicable to a 
carrier like Pan Am which has to op- 
erate In an International system of 
pools and cartels which support, al- 
most everywhere, airlines that arc ci- 
ther government owned, government 
supported or government subsidized."

In Palatine, requiring directions so 
convoluted that he prefers people call 
him (359-3377'; rather than try and 
find It themselves. 


His basement has as much tennis 


equipment crammed into its limited 
dimensions as tennis shops 10 .times 
the size would stock. To make room, 
ho is planning to get rid of women's 
tennis clothing. 


"Since wo started this business," 


Wright said, "we've been in it for the 
fun. Stringing rackets is fun and 
meeting tho people who como here Is 
fun. Women's tennis clothes aren't fun 
so we're going to do away with 
them." 


Much of the selling of shoes, clothes 


and other accessories falls to Janice, 
who married Wright nine years ago 


and shares his enthusiasm for the ten- 
nis store in the basement. 


"People think they are going to 


botber us if they ask to stop by for a 
minute," she said. "They think we 
just have a few Items down here and 
when they walk down those stairs 
their eyes open very wide and they 
say, 'Ob, my goodness.' " 
'What those visitors see first is a 
small "open" space where Wright has 
two Serrano UV 5050's, the Ferrari of 
the racket stringing machines, with 
Wright hunched over one, fingers fly- 
Ing like a weaver, and one of his two 
part-time, helpers working on the oth- 
er. 


"I keep these guys around every 


night as long as there is business for 
them," Wright said. "It used to be 
we'd take the winter off from Septem- 
ber to April. Now you cant tell a dif- 
ference between June and January." 


With summer just across the net 


Dale Ogden and Dale Hallberg, both 
students at Fremd High School, can 
plan to be at Wright's every night. 


"There Is more to stringing th»n 


just putting the line through the 
holes," Wright said. "You have to 
know tension and stress as well as the 
basic mechanics of stringing a racket. 


"I can string a racket with nylon in 


20 minutes. This one," an Aluminum 
Head model, "is being strung with gut 
and that takes longer. 


"Gut is an animal product and it 


has to be handled very carefully, kept 
straight all the time, or it will come 
apart. 


"This one here is going to France. 


We've also strung rackets for people 
in Kuwait and Brazil because they 
can't get the work done over there. 


"If a gut-strung racket gets over 


there and costs $23 just for the string- 
Ing, they aren't going to like It If It 
isn't done right." 


Quality is what Wright is selling 


now. It used to be, when he was get- 
ting started, that Wright's lower 
prices brought most of the customers 
into his basement. 


"I've given up preaching cheap- 


ness," he said. "Over the years I've 
strung thousands of rackets and 
wasted a thousand feet of string a 
year so I'll always have enough when 
I'm done to tie the knot. 


"I know what I'm doing and al- 


though my prices now aren't that 
much lower than everybody else 
around here customers keep coming 
because they know I've done a good 
job with every racket that comes out 
of this basement." 


Then the phone and the doorbell 


ring simultaneously. Janice runs op- 
stairs and lets In a trio of people just 
starting the «port of tennis and a kid 
who wants a racket strung. Jim takes 
the phone call and rattles off the di- 
rections to his bouse. 


"We get three or four calls a day 


from people who want to get started," 
Wright says when he returns. "This 
sport has exploded." 


Exploded with people of all ages 


who want to get started and get start- 
ed Wright.

The latest tragedy Involving death,

which Hayes Fair Acres, Inc., would 
rather forget. 


A problem with gasoline thefts 


forced Hayes to hire professional de- 
toctlvos. They subsequently dis- 
covered two young men attempting to 
steal gasoline. 


In the ensuing scuffle, both were 


shot. One young man died and the oth- 
er Is currently in prison. 


W. R. Hayes died In 1952 without 


fulfilling his dream of a Hambletonian 
In Du Quoin. 


Dut young Bill's grandfather did 


survive long enough (he was born In 
1B77J to own a Hambletonlan winner. 
Lusty Song captured the 1950 crown 
for three-year old harness horses. 


That same season, the Hayes owned 


Dudley Hanover won the Little Brown 
Jug for three-year-old pacers in Dela- 
ware, Ohio. 


It was tho first Little Brown Jug- 


Hambletonian sweep ever recorded. 


When tho elder Hayes died, he left 


behind a financial empire built upon 
milk, Ice cream, theatres and a Coca- 
Cola franchise. 


Young Bill's father. Gene, and his 


uncle, Don, resumed their father's ef- 
forts and In 19S7 brought tho Ham- 
hletonlnn to Du Quoin. It shares top 
State Fair billing with United States 
Auto Club racing. 


People hero are downright proud 


that A. J. Foyt won his first cham- 
pionship car title at tho Du Quoin 
State Fair. 


Gene Hayes passed away unexpect- 


edly In March, 1964, after surgery and 
subsequent heart attack. Three years 
later, Don and his wife, Ruby, died in 
a private plane crash, leaving 30- 
year-old Bill Hayes to keep shop. 


Hayes Fair Acres was incorporated 


in 19C9 and its areas have been di- 
verse. A foremost Interest is returning 
tho Hayes name to n prominent posi- 
tion among harness breeders. 


There arc eight brood marcs on the 


Hayes pasture, of which more than 
half Is reclaimed strip mine land.

Then, 
early every morning, 700 
tons of last night's leftovers 
will be sent through an air 
tunnel at a mile a minute to 
Commonwealth Edison's 
Crawford Station, where it 
will be burned in a mixture 


of 90% coal, 10% trash. 
This system is slated to start 
operation in the fall of 1975. 


Mr. Bailey estimates that 


during each year of 
operation this project will 
save 100,000 tons of coal- 
enough to provide electricity 
for 45,000 homes. "And 
instead of ending up as 
hundreds of acres of landfill, 
the trash can be put to 
work as a fuel that meets 
and beats the standards set 
by the Environmental 
Protection Agency." 


He put the plastic bag 


back in its place atop a 
stack of progress reports. 
"Some of my colleagues 
wonder how I can get so 
excited about burning trash. 
Well, it's simple. This pro- 
gram will make use of a 
plentiful resource, save our 
countryside, and cut down 
on pollution. I happen to 
think it's one of the finest 
things I've ever been 
involved in."

Mora th.m 300 parents and teachers 


packed the Gemini Junior High School 
gymnasium to volco objections to 
changing school boundaries cost ot 
M i l w a u k e e Avenue. A boundary 
change would have been necessary if 
tho board kept administrative offices 
In Dalian! School classrooms, rather 
than building an administrative facil- 
ity. 


A letter from 36 persons and a peti- 


tion signed by 530 persons supporting 
construction of un administration cen- 
ter was presented to tho board. 


Tho vote to build tho administration 


center was 5 to 2, with board mem- 
bcrs Phillip Dcckowilz and Penny 
Larson dissenting. 


UOAUD MEMBER Larry Rciss, 


who made the motion last week to 
drop tho center, made tho motion this 
week to build It because he said none 
of the alternatives is acceptable. 


"In the long run the best thing to do 


for tho children of tho community is 
to accept tho resolution," ho said. 


The center would be an addition to 


Apollo Junior High School, 10100 Dec 
Rd., DCS Plaines. 


The proposal for an administration 


center came about after a scries of 
public hearings to try to alleviate 
crowded conditions in schools west of 
Milwaukee Avenue. Through building 
tho center, administration offices cur- 
rently housed In Bollard School west 
of Milwaukee Avenue would bo 


moved, allowing for renovation of 
eight additional Ballard classrooms. 


PARENTS WERE concerned when 


three alternatives were discussed by 
the board Tuesday which would have 
Involved boundary changes for Nel- 
son, Oak, Washington, Wilson and 
Mclzcr schools. They sold they were 
concerned about the distance to be 
traveled, shifting of students, safety 
of students walking to school and the 
possibility of busing. 


"Sentiment across tho district Is 


against moving children about. Since 
tho district already has the money to 
build tho building I'm hi favor of the 
administration building," said one 
parent from Washington School. 


The district plans to use funds ac- 


cumulated through a special educa- 
tion tax to build the center. Other par- 
ents objected that building the admin- 


istration center avoids the "real prob- 
lem" of overcrowded condition at 
schools west of Milwaukee Avenue. 


SOME PARENTS suggested that an 


addition be built at Nathanson School 
where most of tho crowding is oc- 
'currlng. 


Under the current plan, some stu- 


dents will be transferred from Nath- 
anson to Stevenson School and from 
Stevenson to Ballard. 


The administration center created 


controversy in the district and was 
largely responsible for tho defeat of 
former board member Jerry Abern, 
who voted for the center In February, 
by newcomers Deckowltz and Howard 
Lessin. A suit has been filed against 
the district for planning to build on 
administration center without holding 
a referendum.

In a letter to Crane, Zcttek said, 


"The real health, today's health of 
our Elk Grove Village residents Is in 
jeopardy. Tho imagined, tho possible, 
tho potential hazards cited by DCS 
Plaines are just not rational." 


Zcttek said tho proposed O'Haro 


Water Reclamation Plant is desper- 
ately needed to relievo pressures 
created in tho Elk Grove Village sys- 


tem by sewage and stormwatcr runoff 
from municipalities north of the toll- 
road. 


"Kaw sewage from the sanitary 


backups on tho village's eastern bor- 
ders is on the ground, in living quar- 
ters and office areas because MSD 
lines aro inadequate," Zettek said. 


AS ZETTEK urged Crane's support, 


he sold that while the proposed plant 
would bo in DCS Plaines the plant's 
overflow open-air detention basin 
would bo in Elk Grove Village. The 
plant Is proposed at tho southeast cor- 
ner of Oakton Street and Elmtiurst 
Road. 


For more than nine -years, the City 


of Des Plaines has vigorously op- 
posed construction of the plant. The 
city is suing the sanitary district in 
U.S. District Court in an effort to re- 
quire the district to adhere to city 
health ordinances as a condition of re- 
ceiving federal funding for the plant. 


Crano stated in a letter to Elk 


Grove Village and other Northwest 
suburban municipal officials in late 
April that tho quickest way to ease 
area sewage problems Is to help Des 
Plaines officials get answers to ques- 
tions about the proposed plant. 


Crane's help in examining environ- 
mental protection agency records to 
determine 
if certain facts were 


omitted in the impact statement. 


The sanitary district must gain the 


U.S. Environmental ^Protection Agen- 
cy's approval before June 30 to quali- 
fy for more than $70 million in federal 
funds. 


Zettek urged Crane to push con- 


struction of the O'Hare plant. "We 
ore confident that today's environ- 
mental standards will be followed and 
that if problems occur in the future, 
responsible people will find respon-

Chicago girl's body taken 
from Des Plaines River

County Forest Preserve workers found tho body of a 


17-yoar-oltl Chicago girl in the DCS Plaines River Tues- 
day morning, four days after she was swept into the 
river while trying to walk across a dam near Roscmont. 


The body of Theresa Swlatck was found about two 


blocks south ot the dam under a bridge at Higglns 
Road, a Forest Preserve spokesman sold. Workmen 
dragged tho river until 8:30 p.m. Monday as far south 
as Grand Avenue and started back at the dam again 
Tuesday morning, finding the body at 11:10 a.m. 


Tho body was taken by Roscmont firemen to Resur- 


rection Hospital where she was declared dead, and then 
transported to the county morgue for a coroner's In- 
quest. 


The girl was one of three drowning victims near the 


dam last weekend. Jesse Kruk, 18, a companion of Miss 
Swlalek, also swept into tho water while trying to 
walk across the dam Friday. 


Ronald Egan, 14, of Park Ridge, drowned Saturday 


near the same dam after his canoe capsized. 


Tho search for the bodies also resulted in a fourth 


death. George Beardsly, 40, director of a scuba rescue 
and recovery unit working on the search for the bodies, 
collapsed and died of an apparent heart attack Satur- 
day. 


While searching for Miss Swlatek's body, searchers 


found stolen bonds in a footlocker from a theft last 
August. Tho bonds, valued at $21 million, lacked one 
signature needed to make them negotiable. 
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unprecedented fifth term in 1973, he 
said he would not seek reelection.

"We're expanding programs, and 


that's tho reason xtc arc going to see 
more fees nnd changes," Cooper said. 
Ho said the fees arc minimal but will 
allow the programs to pay their own 
way. "We're trying to keep them 
down as much as possible," he said.

Handicapped kids become 'aware9

Bight months ago, Scan could nei- 


ther walk nor talk. Today, he is an 
inquisitive, energetic toddler learning 
to speak 


Scan is one of 23 youngsters en- 


rolled in the Infant learning-devel- 
opment program at Clearbrook Center 
for tho Handicapped. The program is 
designed for children less than 3 
years old who have developmental 
problems such as cerebral palsy, 
heart defects, blindness and mental 
retardation. 


"We're trying to help make these 


children as aware as possible of their 
environment. It doesn't come to those 
children as naturally as it does to oth- 
ers," 
Shirley Spacapan, 
program 


coordinator, said. 


Bins. SPACAPAN works with a 


team of specialists — including physi- 
cal therapists, social workers, speech 
therapists, psychologists and pediatric 
consultants — in evaluating each 
child's needs. The children arc then 
divided Into groups which meet twice 
weekly at Pioneer Park in Arlington 
Heights for therapy. 


Sessions concentrate on touching, 


seeing, hearing and moving exercises, 
Mrs Spacapan said, adding that "re- 
search shows that early stimulation 


helps children reach a high poten- 
tial." 


"Really, 'I'm teaching the moms. 


The kids aro here developing and 
progressing but the real teaching Is at 
home," she said 


A weekly session begins with four 


or five mothers and their children 
kneeling around a mattress on the 
floor. Mrs. Spacepan leads the group 
in a series of rhymes and songs de- 
signed to dovelope language. 


Later, a physical therapist joins the 


group to work with the children on 
individual exercises to improve coor- 
dination and muscle strength Moth- 
ers and children also meet with Dr. 
Robert Mlnkus, consulting pediatri- 
cian to the program, who makes rec- 
ommendations to parents based on his 
spcdial training with children with de- 
velopmental delays. 


MANY CHILDREN in the program 


"may be able to go directly into a 
regular school program," said Gene 
Freeman, director of development for 
Clcarbrook Center. 


"For some children, the major 


problem is they spend the first two 
years of their life in a hospital bed 
because of a heart problem," he said. 


The program also offers parents of 


handicapped children opportunities to 
get together through a series of 
monthly meetings "The parents are 
very supportive of each other," Mrs. 


Spacapan said 


Staff members also work with par- 


ents in planning for the child's contin- 
ued education hi public school. 


Clcarbrook plans to expand the pro- 


gram hi September to include another 
group of 20 children, Freeman said.

tiguous to Buffalo Grove boundaries. 


Both officials also said the village of 


Wheeling will face similar burdens if

Monoson said he has met with 


homeowners In the area who have In- 
dicated interest In annexing to Wheel- 
ing. The subdivision Is on Milwaukee 
Avcnnc north of Lake-Cook Road. 


Fablsh said, "It's a desirable area,

The High School Dist. 214 Board of Education has approved aver- 


age raises of 11 per cent for the HO administrators In the district. 


Tho board allocated $291,000 to be used for the raises which will 


be distributed among the administrators, Supt. Edward Gilbert 
said. 


Last year, district administrators received average raises of 8 


per cent when the board allocated $197,000 for raises. 


The board Monday also approved raising salary ranges for ad- 


ministrators of 7 per cent, compared with 6 per cent last year. The 
approval means administrators at tho top of salary ranges who 
were not previously eligible for any more raises, can now receive 
raises of up to 7 per cent.

Handicapped kids become 'aware9

Eight months ago, Sean could nei- 


ther walk nor talk. Today, he is an 
inquisitive, energetic toddler learning 
to speak. 


Sean is one of 23 youngsters en- 


rolled in tho Infant learning-devel- 
opment program at Clearbrook Center 
for the Handicapped. The program Is 
designed for children less than 3 
years old who have developmental 
problems such as cerebral palsy, 
heart defects, blindness and mental 
retardation. 


"We're trying to help make these 


children as aware as possible of their 
environment. It doesn't come to those 
children as naturally as it does to oth- 
ers," 
Shirley Spacapan, program 


coordinator, said. 


MRS. 
SPACAPAN works with a 


team of specialists — including physi- 
cal therapists, social workers, speech 
therapists, psychologists and pediatric 
consultants — in evaluating each 
child's needs. The children arc then 
divided into groups which meet twice 
weekly at Pioneer Park in Arlington 
Heights for therapy. 


Sessions concentrate on touching, 


seeing, hearing and moving exercises, 
Mrs. Spacapan said, adding that "re- 
search shows that early stimulation 
helps children reach a high poten- 
tial." 


"Really, 'I'm teaching the moms. 


The kids are hero developing and 
progressing but the real teaching is at 
home," she said. 


A weekly session begins with four 


or five mothers and their children 
kneeling around a mattress on the 
floor. Mrs. 
Spaccpan leads the group 


in a scries of rhymes and songs de- 
signed to dcvelopc language. 


Later, a physical therapist joins tho 


group to work with the children on 
individual exercises to improve coor- 
dination and muscle strength. Moth- 
ers and children also meet with Dr. 
Robert Mlnkus, consulting pediatri- 
cian to the program, who makes rec- 
ommendations to parents based on his 
spedlal training with children with de- 
velopmental delays. 


MANY CHILDREN in the program 


"may bo able to go directly into a 
regular school program," said Gene 
Freeman, director of development for 
Clearbrook Center. 


"For some children, the major 


problem is they spend the first two 
years of their life in a hospital bed 


because of a heart problem," he said. 


Tho program also offers parents of 


handicapped children opportunities to 
get together through a series of 
monthly meetings. "The parents are 
very supportive of each other," Mrs. 
Spacapan said. 


Staff members also work with par- 


'ents in planning for the child's contin- 
ued education in public school. 


Clearbrook plans to expand the pro- 


gram in September to include another 
group of 20 children, Freeman said.

Through program at Clearbrook Center 
Handicapped kids become 'aware*

Eight months ago, Scan could nei- 


ther walk nor talk. Today, he Is an 
Inquisitive, energetic toddler learning 
to speak. 


Scan is one of 23 youngsters en- 


rolled in the infant learning-devel- 
opment program at Clearbrook Center 
for the Handicapped. The program is 
designed for children less than 3 
years old who have developmental 
problems such as cerebral palsy, 
heart defects, blindness and mental 
retardation. 


"We're trying to help make these 


children as aware as possible of their 
environment. It doesn't come to those 
children as naturally as it does to oth- 
ers," Shirley Spacapan, program 
coordinator, said. 


MRS. SPACAPAN works with a 


team of specialists — including physi- 
cal therapists, social workers, speech 
therapists, psychologists and pediatric 
consultants — in evaluating each 
child's needs. The children are then 
divided into groups which meet twice 
weekly at Pioneer Park in Arlington 
Heights for therapy. 


Sessions concentrate on touching, 


seeing, hearing and moving'exercises, 
Mrs. Spacapan said, adding that "re- 
search shows that early stimulation 
helps children reach a high poten- 
tial." 


"Really, 'I'm teaching the moms. 


The kids are here developing and 
progressing but the real teaching is at 
home," she said. 


A weekly session begins with four. 


or five mothers and their .children 
kneeling around a mattress on tho 
floor. Mrs. Spaccpan leads the group 
in a scries of rhymes and songs de- 
signed to dcvelope language. 


Later, a physical therapist Joins the 


group to work with the children on 
Individual exercises to improve coor- 
dination and muscle strength. Moth- 
ers and children also meet with Dr. 
Robert Mlnkus, consulting pediatri- 
cian to the program, who makes rec-- 
ommendations to parents based on his 
spcdial training with children with de- 
velopmental delays. 


MANY CHILDREN in the program 


"may be able to 'go directly Into a 
regular school program," said Gene 
Freeman, director of development for 
Clearbrook Center. 


"For some children, the major 


problem Is they spend the first two 
years of their life in a hospital bed 


because of a heart problem," he said. 


Tho program alsovoffers parents of 


handicapped children opportunities to 
get together through a series of 
monthly meetings. "The parents are 
very supportive of each other," Mrs. 
Spacapan said. 


Staff members also work with par- 


entS'in planning for the child's contin- 
ued education in public school. 


Clearbrook plans to expand the pro- 


gram in September to Include another 
group of 20 children, Freeman said.

Workmen 
dragged tho river until 8:30 p.m. Monday as far south 
as Grand Avenue and started back at the dam again 
Tuesday morning, finding tho body at 11:10 a.m. 


Tho body was taken by Roscmont firemen to Resur- 


rection Hospital where she was declared dead, and then 
transported to the county morguo for a coroner's In- 
quest. 


Tho girl was one of three drowning victims near the 


dam last weekend. Jesse Kruk, 18, a companion of Miss 
Swlatck, also swept into the water while trying to 
walk across the dam Friday.

Leslie Edmonds has a mission — to 


sell the Rolling Meadows Children's 
Library. 


Miss Edmonds, 25, the library's 


first 
full-time children's 
librarian, 


said "kids are used to an advertising 
approach, they have to be sold and I 
firmly believe In my product." 


A graduate of the University of 


Chicago, Miss Edmonds was an as- 
sistant children's librarian in Wheel- 
ing for two years. Her aim is to plan- 
enough programs "so that if kids 
want to drop in, there will be stuff to 
do here." 


"I think libraries are getting away 


from the stereotype of being quiet, 
dead places. The library is the one 
place with tho potential of providing 
everything for everybody," she said. 


MISS EDMONDS is drawing up' e 


series of summer programs for cbil- . 


dren including a story time for chil- 
dren 5 to 8 years of age, arts and 
crafts, games and reading enrich- 
ment. She hopes to start programs 
for junior high and high school stu- 
dents by fall. 


"I also want to get out in the com- 


munity to work with the schools, par!: 
district and other organizations," she 
said, noting that libraries are no long- 
er considered "monuments." 


"Libraries used to be a hallowed in- 


stitution — if people wanted to come, 
fine, but the library' didn't try to 
reach out. But if people are going to 
be aware, you've got to hustle and do 
public relations," she said. 


Miss Edmonds also plans to expand 


the children's non-fiction and fiction 
collections, including the addition of 
more paperback books. 


"Kids seem to like paperbacks bet- 


ter than hardbacks and there are so • 


many good titles that are cheap. Also, 
the librarian stops being paranoid 
about somebody stealing a book when 
it only costs 75 cents," she said. 


THE TYPE OF reading material 


also will be expanded to meet the de- 
mands of cliildrcn who are exposed 
to television. 


"These kids watch shows like Se- 


same Street and Electric Company — 
pretty sophisticated stuff. They expect 
the same kind of quality in other 
sources of information," she said. 


Miss Edmonds, who originally 


planned to be a teacher, said she 
hopes children who might have hostile 
feelings towards schools will find the 
library a more comfortable situation. 


,"I think there arc things the library 


offers that schools can't.- Tho atmos- 
phere is more informal and we have 
flexibility in the things we can do," 
she said.

County Forest Preserve workers found the body of a 


17-year-old Chicago girl in the DCS Plaines River Tues- 
day morning, four days after she was swept Into the 
river while trying to walk across a dam near Roscmont. 


The body of Theresa Swlalck was found about two 


blocks south of the dam under a bridge at Illgglns 
Road, a Forest Preserve spokesman said. Workmen 
dragged tho river until 8:30 p.m. Monday as far south 
as Grand Avenue and started back at the dam again 
Tuesday morning, finding the body at 11:10 a.m. 


Tho body was taken by Rosemont firemen to Resur- 


rection Hospital where she was declared dead, and then 
transported to the county morgue for a coroner's In- 
quest. 


The girl was one of three drowning victims near the 


dam last weekend. Jesse Kruk, 18, a companion of Miss 
Swlatck, also swept into the water while trying to 
walk across the dam Friday. 


Ronald Egan, 14, of Park Ridge, drowned Saturday 


near the same dam after his canoe capsized,' 


The search for the bodies also resulted in a fourth 


death. George Bcardsly, 40, director of a scuba rescue 
and recovery unit working on the search (or the bodies, 
collapsed and died of an apparent heart attack Satur- 
day. 


While searching for Miss Swiatek's body, searchers 


found stolen bonds in a footlocker from a theft last' 
August. The bonds, valued at $21 million, lacked one 
signature needed to make them negotiable. 
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Energy Research and Development 
Authority, said Tuesday he antici- 
pates receiving only 10 to 20 contract 
bids to build the plant by the Friday 
deadline. 


The Herald revealed Tuesday the 


Institute of Gas Technology, a division 
of the Illinois Institute of Technology, 
is filing a bid listing Rolling Meadows 
as one of two potential sites should it 
receive the contract.

THE ROLLING Meadows site would 


be 6.7 acres of city-owned property in 
the north end of the industrial park 
southwest of Rohlwing Road and 
Northwest Highway. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer has written 


a letter committing the city to donat- 
ing the site and providing the neces- 
sary SO to 100 tons of refuse per day to 
operate the experimental plant. The 
commitment must be ratified by the 
city council should the federal energy 
office select the institute as the con- 
tractor and Rolling Meadows as the 
site. The institute's other potential 
site is at 4201W. 36th St., Chicago. 


A decision on the- contractor and 


site will be made by the end of the 
first week of June, MacPherson said, 
and the plant should be ready for op- 
erations by June 1977. It will be oper- 
ated on an experimental basis for two 
years, and hi June 1970 the title to the 
plant will be turned over to the home

to transport the gas, and the gas prob- 
ably will be burned as it is released, 
he said. 


THE GAS WILL probably be about 


50 per cent methane and SO per cent 
carbon dioxide, with traces of hydro- 
gen sulfidc and would smell like 
swamp gas If left unburned, Mac- 
Pherson said. It will be produced in 
sealed fermentation tanks, where or- 
ganisms in the garbage and sludge 
will Interact to manufacture the sub- 
stitute natural gas. Shredders and 
separators will pull out recyclable 
materials before the garbage is fed 
into the tanks. 


MacPherson predicted the plant will 


probably look like one or more long 
sheds, with the stack extending into 
the air, although the contractor Is.rc- 
sponslblo for design. 


MncPherson sold the contractor will 


be required to file nn environmental 
impact statement before construction 
can start, although only a brief im- 
pact assessment will be expected be- 
fore the contract is awarded. The 
flare, or flame at the top of the stack, 
will produce a water and carbon diox- 
ide residue, but the "mist" will not be 
detectable at ground level, he said. 


Environmental and safety hazards 


will be lower than those in homes us- 
ing natural gas, MacPherson said, be- 
cause the contractor must adhere to 
Industrial safety standards. 


CONSTRUCTION WILL cost about 


$2.4 million, MacPherson said, with 
about another $2 million projected as 
the research budget. Institute repre- 
sentatives have said the normal oper- 
ating cost may be much lower once 
the experimental stage is completed. 


MacPherson said he also expects 


proposals for the Champuign-Urbona 
area and Wabash, Ind. nnd snld there 
Is no way to predict which community 
will be selected. About one-third of 
the proposals probably will not qualify 
and will be discarded early in con- 
sideration, MacPherson said.

Palatine Village Pros. Wendell E.

methane gas. 


"I am definitely opposed to it," 


Jones said, adding he was sure he 
would have the support of other 
trustees and Palatine residents. "It is 
not in the best interest of the people 
residing in Palatine, particularly Pala- 
nois Park. 


"If they try to build it, we probably 


will sue," he said. "We'll make it as 
tough for them as possible." 


The proposed garbage treatment 


plant would be on a 6.7-acrc site south 
of Northwest Highway and west of 


Rohlwing Road, south of the Palanois 
Park subdivision in Palatine. No resi- 
dential areas in Rolling Meadows 
would be affected by the plant. 


Palanois Park residents and village 


officials objected when a proposal to 
build a garbage Incinerator plant on 
the property was considered last year. 
The proposal called for a 1.2-milllon 
incsinerator which its developers said 
would be non-polluting and a cheaper 
way to dispose of garbage than tradi- 
tional dumping in landfills.

AN ADMINISTRATIVE committee

building, including selling or renting it 
to another community agency, mak- 
ing it into an alternate day school, an 
enrollment overload school or a voca- 
tional or continuing education center. 


The Dist. 211 board plans to study 


Die alternatives for at least another 
year before it decides the fate of the 
building.

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Oversight surprises library board 
$720,000 book purchase hits a snag

A legal technicality will prevent the 


Arlington Heights Memorial Library 
from buying 8720,000 worth of books 
approved in a referendum April 1. 


Board member Thomas Doolcy said 


Tuesday night that library Board 
Atty. R. Marlin Smith said books can 
bo purchased only as part of an ex- 
pansion program of the library build- 
Ins. 


"If people had known this before 


I ho referendum, I think the con- 
sistency of the voting pattern would 
have been different," Doolcy said. 


In the April referendum, voters ap- 


proved the library's proposal to sell 
$720,000 in general obligation bonds 
for books but defeated a $2.68 million 
bond issue to expand the llbrtry 
building. A proposal to Increase the 
tax levy from 23 to 40 cents per $100 
assessed valuation also was defeated. 


BOARD MEMBERS said they were 


unaware of the state law which linked 
the two bond Issues. 


"It never dawned on me that tho 


two issues could be combined. Frank- 
ly, we just didn't ask all the right 
questions," said Roland Ley, board 
treasurer. 


Doolcy said the board should meet 


with Smith to sec if "there is some 
way around" the law so "we can take 
some constructive action this fall to 
purchase the books." 


Board members ruled out the possi- 


bility of an October referendum sug- 
gested by Board Pros. Richard 
Frlsble last month. Frlsbie had pro- 
posed a second referendum for ex- 
pansion of the library and an increase 
in the tax rate. 


Ley sold he was "not in favor of 


going for anything this fall but I think 
it's feasible to, think about a referen- 
dum for next spring." 


BOARD MEMBERS also said they 


will consider revising the referendum 
based on the results of the April elec- 
tion. Several members of Friends of 
the Library, which promoted the ref- 
erendum, said the Issues had not been 
explained adequately to the public. 


"There was a sense of blandness on 


the part of the referendum. I don't 
think there was a sense of urgency 
about It," said Joyce Zcller, group 
chairman. 


Mrs. Zeller said she disagreed with 


several board members who want to 
ask for less in the next referendum. 


"Either you need it or you don't. If 


you don't, you had no right asking for 
it in the first place," she said. 


Ley said there was "a lack of ur- 


gency to the referendum but it was 
deliberate, factual and accurate." 


"It's no secret this wasn't an urgent 


issue. We planned a referendum at 
this time so we wouldn't havo an 
emergency situation later," he said. 


Doolcy said people "voted for the
